The effect of this tax is expected

required to pay the usual tax of one 
cent on each 10 cents charged by the 
broker.

Demand Assurances of Co-operation 
of Railroad Administration, Which 
They Charge With Unfairness. 

By the Agsociated Preag. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Rep- 
resentatives of the lumber industry 
held another conference today with 
the Industrial Board of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce in an effort to 
reach an agreement on price read- 
justmentsa. 

The attitude to be taken by the 
board toward the ultimatum of the 
coal men was the subject of consid- 
erable speculation today. The coal 
industry representatives, after their 
meeting with the board yesterday, 
issued a statement through the Na- 
tional Coal Association, declaring 
they would resume conferences with 
a view to price adjustment only 
when the board could assure them 
of the co-operation of the Railroad 
Administration and other govern- 
mental agencies buying coal. The 
coal operators charged the Raflroad 
Administration with “unfair prac- 
tices’’ in the buying of coal.

A CAMPAIGN OF VITAL ISSUES. 

But three days of the municipal campaign remain 
after this date. Effective discussion and effort for in- 
telligent action by the voters will virtually end to- 
morrow night. 

Two issues growing out of afflictive conditions that 
will weigh heavily on St. Louis in realizing the excep- 
tional promise of the years of opportunity immediately 
succeeding the war press for the attention of the voters. 

One is a political control at the city hall so complete 
as to be totally without check or balance and without 
even representation for a very large proportion of the 
most valuable citizenship of St. Louis. This is a control, 
fatal to good government, which has already given rise 
to grave abuses and generally vicious results and, if 
continued, may be expected to have even more deplora- 
ble consequences in the future. 

Perhaps the second issue would not have arisen but 
for the existence of the first. It is an issue which di- 
rects righteous and deeply resentful protest against 
a series of high-handed acts, consummated since the 
last city election, whose purpose and effect are the be- 
trayal of the community into the hands of the local 
traction utility—acts whose hurtful, conscienceless 
quality and daring have been unapproached since the 
great scandal over this same corrupt utility’s grab of 
public privileges two decades ago. 

It is a contest between the unorganized, or only in- 
adequately organized, citizenship of public spirit which 
desires very earnestly that St. Louis may fulfill its pos- 
sibilities, and a powerful political machine, with only 
the standards of the typical political machine and in 
command of all the resources for influencing action at 
the polls afforded by the fourth city of the Union. 

Can any intelligent St. Loufsan doubt the benefit to 
himself and his neighbors from putting a few honest men 
not of Republican affiliations on guard among the 
swarms of Republicans at the city hall? 

Can any intelligent St. Louisan doubt that the ques- 
tionable, clandestine deals on the part of sworn city 
officials with the traction magnates are a lamentable 
handicap to our growth just at a time when better tran- 
sit facilities have become a vital essential to progress? 
Can any intelligent St. Louisan have any doubts about 
the ballot which duty should impel him to vote when he 
visits the polls next Tuesday? 
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THE PARTISANS KNOCKED OUT, 
All reports indicate that the organized opposition to 
the League of Nations is rapidly. crumbling. 
Even Senator Watson of Indiana admits that “the 
President may bring back a treaty that will prove ac- 
ceptable” and deplores any attempt to make the league 
a partisan issue in 1920. Gov. Edge of New Jersey, 
who will take his seat in the Senate when Congress 
meets, thinks the amendments made in Paris are likely 
to overcome the objections to the covenant, and stoutly 
insists that “the signers of the round robin in the Sen- 
ate were not opposed to the principle of a Society of 
Nations.”’ 
In the meantime, news comes from Washington that 
President Wilson is so pleased with the amendments 
proposed by Mr. Taft that he has cabled his personal 
thanks to his predecessor and is using all his influence 
to have the Taft amendments incorporated in the con- 
stitution of the league. Inasmuch as the Taft amend- 
ments covered most of the objections that Senator Lodge 
raised to the covenant in his debate with President Low- 
ell of Harvard, there will be little ground left for op- 
position except on the part of such irreconcilables as 
Senator Borah, Senator Reed and Senator Poindexter, 
who have decided that they personally will continue to 
live in a world that no longer exists. | 
Mr. Taft has performed a great and. notable publie 
service in this matter which deserves the fullest recogni- 
tion on the part of the American people. Senator Lodge 
and Senator Knox might have done what Mr. Taft bas 
done and obtained the credit that now belongs to him, 
but they preferred to play party politics with the issue. 
Neither of them would formulate a set of definite 
amendments. When required to do so, Senator Knox 
insisted that he must be allowed to write an entirely 
new constitution, and Senator Lodge made the excuse 
that he could not prepare amendments because the Sen- 
ate was in session. 
The fact of -the matter is that neither Senator Lodge 
nor Senator Knox wanted the constitution of the league 
amended in Paris. Their plan was to force the amend- 
ments into the treaty after it came before the Senate, 
even if their amendments wrecked the work of the 
Paris conference, and then try to throw the blame on the 
President on the pretext that he had not sought the 
“advice” of the Senate before the covenant was framed. 
The country showed that it was in no mood for this 
kind of politics, and by shrewdly presenting amend- 
ments that met the objections raised by those opponents 
of the treaty who professed to favor the principle, but 
disapproved the text, Mr. Taft has left them with no 
standing in court, and the President has completed their 
discomfiture by making the Teft amendments his own. 
We do not know who is paying the expense of the 
Borah-Reed-Thomas junket, but it turns out to have 


been the kind of an investment that would have been

Animated debates touching 
France's guarantees against Teuton 
aggression, if the Saar Basin were 
unannexed, elicited two proposals: 
first, a British undertaking to hasten 
to France's assistance at the first 
alarm; secondly, the establishment 
of a permanent interallied military 
vigilance board in Paris to watch 
Germany’s doings. 

It is understood the British dele- 
gates ar@ prepared to pledge their 
word in behalf of their French ally 
against unprovoked Teuton aggres- 
sion, although the original Wilson 
scheme eliminated alliances. 

Frances’ renunciation of annexa- 
tion of the Saar Basin would mark 
the high water level in the delegates’ 
since the conference 
opened, because the gallant French 
had set their minds upon that, while 
hoping for still more. They are atill 
anxious to occupy the Saar district 
militarily until the Teutons dis- 
charge their debt fully. The details 
are under consideration, but as I 
foreshadowed from the outset, the 
German delegates will refuse to affix 
their signature to the treaty. and the 
Austrians, if Bolshevism invades their 
country in the meantime, will em- 
ploy the same tactics. 

Bolshevism and War. 

Bolshevism is now threatening to 
spread from Huprgary to Bohemia, 
where the soil is favorable; likewise, 
to Gérman-Austria, where the soil ‘s 
most unfavorable. The ‘Polish na- 
tion is least liable to Bolshevism, ow- 
ing to the division of the land into 
small farms and other influences, but 
among other dangers threatening 
this State is a union against it of the 
Ukranians, Magyars and Germans. 

Thus wars and preparations for 
war form the continuous accom- 
paniment of this unprecedented 
peace concert. The Czecho-Slovak 
Government has issued a mobiliza- 
tion order. Rumi&nia also is stead- 
ily mobilizing. The Polish army, 
under Gen. Haller, will shortly be 
starting for Koenigsberg. Hun- 
garian forces are about to attack 
Rumania. The allies are expected 
to put up a fight for Odessa.

You do not find, for instance, that 
John Henry is putting his signature 
to a document which states that he 
will always supply his family with 
the necessities of life, keep good 
hours, be a kind, just and faithful 
husband, nor do you find that Mary 
Kate is taking her pen in hand and 
agreeing to do so and so, day in ana 
day out ‘till death do part.’ And yet, 
marriage is the greatest contract 
ever entered into by men and wom- 
en, and we are constantly referring 
to this unwritten, unsigned, merely 
implied contract which in reality is 
not even a scrap of paper! 

What do we mean, then, when we 
speak of the marriage contract? 
Surely it is not a tangible contract 
which we can touch and read and 
brood over. It is not composed of 
14 points or a given number of 
clauses. We cannot quote from it, nor 
can we refer definitely to certain 
articles, and yet, when we speak of 
the marriage contract, everyone 
knows exactly what we mean. 

Yes, everyone knows, and, more- 
over, everyone has the same idea of 
this contract. It matters not wheth- 
er one is a Hebrew, a Protestant or a 
Catholic; whether born in the effete 
East, the woolly West, the cold 
North or the sunny South, the con- 
ception of the marriage contract is 
the same.

He quotes a United States Supreme 
Court decision which says: “The pro- 
moters of the Terminal company de- 
signed to obtain control of every pos- 
sible means of railroad access to St. 
Louis, or means of connecting’ the 
lines of railway entering on opposite 
sides of the river.” 
Roads Under Joint Control. 

The brief also points out that at 
the present time all the railroads are 
under joint Government control, and 
they cannot be in competition on 
either side of the river. At the same 
time Folk says the examiner erred 
in ruling that the construction of the 
Municipal Bridge by the city of St. 
Louis should not be considered in 
connection with the rates in ques- 
tion. Evidence as to the construc- 
tion of this bridge, Folk says, was 
introduced to show the possibility of 
future competition in entering St. 
Louis from the east, and to show the 
determined efforts made by the peo- 
ple of St. Louis to break the hold 
of the Terminal monopoly on the 
city’s commerce. He also takes is- 
sue with the examiner's view that 
Eads Bridge and the Merchants’ 
Bridge may be considered as having 
& constructive mileage equal to many 
miles of ordinary railroad right of 
way. 

In answer to this Folk says that 
if constructive mileage were given 
to bridges, parts of the carriers’ ter- 
minal facilities, the cost of the 
bridges should be divided among the 
carriers using them. This, he says, 
would make the pro-rated cost of 
the Merchants’ Bridge no greater 
than the cost of a mile of track. He 
also points out that no extra charge 
is justified on the west side wf the 
river because of greater investment 
cost there. Folk answers this by say- 
ing that the record shows that the 
carriers have no investment in the 
bridges and terminals used jointly 
and that where investment is called 
for it must be made by the carrier as 
‘part of its duty to déliver freight 
consigned to it and this investment 
cannot be charged against the ship- 
per. 

In other exceptions Folk questions 
the examiner's statements that the 
rate to St. Louis would be higher on 
a straight mileage basis than it is 
now or that East St. Louis is enti- 
tled to a lower rate because of its 
location. If the latter contention 
were correct, he says, Belleville 
should have a lower rate than East 
St. Louis, because it is 15 miles near- 
er the mines. He also takes issue 
with the examiner's assertion that 
the revenues of the carriers deliv- 
ering coal to the east side are not 
sufficient to enable them to deliver 
coal to the west side of the river 
without extra cost. 

Folk, in his brief, reviews the tes- 
timony of several witnesses to show 
how St. Louis business interests have 
been injured by the coal arbitrary. 


In concluding his brief Folk asks | 


that Examiner Mackley's tentative
